LONDON, Noy. 28—Despatches from the German armies in Rou- 
mania, says an Exchange Telegraph despatch from Copenhagen, re- 
port that the Roumanians have destroyed the railway from Tcherna- 
voda to Bucharest, and are burning all the villages and stores of food 


in the course of their retreat.

REPRISALS TO BE URGED FOR

the latest events, Zeppelins, it is said, 
are beaten out of the field for military 
purposes, being vulnerable beyond all 
parallel in the history of war weapons. 
On the other hand, ratding by air- 
planes, which are relatively cheap. and 
elusive, has far more dangerous pos- 
sibilities: than raids by huge and cost- 
ly airships, 

It is generally assumed that the air- 
plane brought down at Dunkirk was 
identical with the London raider, 
unchallenged arrival apparently

fact that the roar of the street traflic 
drowned the sound of its 
Some persons claim to have seen it, 
but the height at which it soared was 
so great as to make it 
distinguish it from one of the British 
machines, which are now as familiar 
sights as the clouds or the sun. 

The bombs dropped seem to have 
been very small, and filled with 
shrapnel; the walls of the houses in 
the neighborhood where they fell are 
poked with small holes, Three 
bombs fell on the roofs of honses.

RAID OF NORTHWEST ENGLISH 


COAST, DESTROYED BY BRITISH, 


Total of Seven Zepps Have Been Victims of British Air Patrols Dur- 
ing Past Year—Crews of Bott: Invading Airships Are Killed— 


Raid Was Not a Great Success

London, Nov. 28.—Two Zeppelins, which raided the northeast 
coast and north Midland counties during the night were brought 
down and destroyed by British airmen, andl it is understood tie crews 
of both airships perished. This makes a total of seven German air- 
ships destroyed in England in the present year, while six have been, 
brought down in other fields of operations. 

e two months of immunity which Great Britain has had from 
hostile air raids led many perso1is to believe the Germans would not 
risk any more airships in attacks which,’ while causing numerous 
casualties among civilians and da. mage to private property, were said 
in England to have gained no military advantage for them. The au- 
thorities, regarding the protection of London as fairly complete, con- 
tinued their work, however, with the object of rendering 
other parts of the country safe. The success of the air patrolg this 
morning has given the greatest satisfaction here.

Northern France. 
More Food Urgently Needed to Keep up Their Strength 


An interview with Mr. W. L. Honnold, American Director 
of the Belgian Relief Commission, brings to light a new danger 
threatening the population of the territory occupied by Germany. 


Mr. Honnold reports that about 5,000,000 wholly or 
partially destitute people, who have been dependent on the 
Commission, generally show diminished vitality, The effects are 
most apparent among the older children, particularly those in the 
adolescent stage. Among these there is an alarming increase of 
tuberculosis, due to the lower power of resistance consequent on 
an inadequate diet. 

To overcome this serious danger, the Commission appeals for extra 


contributions so that a special meal can be served every day in the schools 
Efforts are also being made to provide as far as possible for children outside 


the schools

That 
problem is not golved, nor side- 
tracked, by telling us to live 
plainer. People are doing that 


without being told, and are still 
finding it harder to make ends 
meet than in days when they lived 
better,

be long os the working-man can 
earn a fair living for his family, 
Canada can finance its share of the 
war ¢ost—could do it if there 
were no one but wage-earnets in 
the country. But if, by manipu- 
lating the prices of life’s necessi- 
ties, a few men acquire millions 
by pauperizing the multitude, the 
country’s staying power will be 
atan end. A Government. which 
allows that process to go on is not 
efficiency conserving the nation’s 
strength. 


The Dominion Railway Comuis- 
sion was ereated to regulate the 
operation of railways in accord 
with the requirements of publie 
service, and has been given ample 
powers to do so. Edmonton is 
the centre of an almost limitless 
coal field, with three transeontin- 
ental railways, and numberless 
branch lines, offering ready access 
to the prairie country to the east 
and south-east. From all parts 
of this vast region orders are 
coming to the loeal mines in 
dozens, yet they cannot be filled 
for lack of cars. There is an ob- 
vious breakdown .somewhere, 
Kither the car shortage was not 
brought to the attention of the 
Railway Commission soon enough, 
or the Commission failed to aet 
when it should have done so. In 
any event, the situation is now 
seen, and no time should be lost in 
remedying it. The board of trade 
and the city council are proper { 
authoritics to make official repre- 
sentation to the Commission for 
immediate action alike in the in- 
terests of huinanicy and of a very 
important local industry. Should 
a cold spell strike the prairie 
country before the situation is re- 
lieved there must be suffering; 
and a cold spell is to be oxpeeted 
any time, 


The Saskatoon Phoenix is seri- 
ously exercised over the Bulletin’s 
assertion that the people of Al- 
berta have a right to demand that 
“a professor in the university they. 
support shall not preach doctrines 
subversive to the religious convie- 
tions of their children. It says, 
“The Bulletin tacitly subseribes 
“‘to the mediaeval doctrine — that 
“even a professor of a provineial 
‘university does not possess the 
‘same right to liberty of expres- 
‘sion as that enjoyed by the most 
‘obscure citizen.’ Evenso. To 
illustrate. Supposing a professor 
in the University of Saskatchewan 
were to embrace Mohammedan- 
ism and begin to propagate the 
doctrine of polygamy, the Bulletin 
would hold that the people of 
Saskatchewan would have a right 
to raise a row abaut it, to insist, in 
fact, that he either stop preaching 
or cease to be a profesor in au in 
stitution supported by public 
taxes. But should the editor of
